Weisenburger Asserts Busi- 
ness Will Accept Doub- 
ling Income Tax; Against 
Unnecessary Burdens.

JEFFERSON CITY, Feb. 6.— 
Statistics, which on their face 
showed that the taxation program 
of the State Survey Commission in 
12 years would produce $471,155,- 
$34 of State revenue, of which 
$390,308,058 would be in addition 
to that produced under existing 
laws, were presented to the Survey 
Committee of the House of Repre- 
sentatives by the St. Louis Cham- 
ber of Commerce last night. This 
is approximately two and one-half 
times the.amount the commission 
estimated would be required for 
its vast State development pro- 
gram. 

alter B. Weisenburger, presi- 
dent of the Chamber of Commerce, 
told the committee in presenting 
the figures that business in §&t. 
Louis recognized itself as a part of 
the State of Missouri and recog- 
nized that it had a duty te bear 
its full share of the tax burden. He 
said business uncomplainingly 
would accept a doubling of the 
present State income tax. He ap- 
peared, he said, not as an objector, 
but in a spirit of desiring to help 
in working out a fair tax system. 

The State Survey Commission, 
in its program for increased ex- 
penditures for the public schools 
and for eleemosynary, penal and 
educaticnal institutions, estimated 
that in a period of 10 years $122,- 
000,000 would be required. It out- 
lined increases in taxation, which 
it estimated would produce $158,- 
800,000 in 12 years. To the Legis: 
lature was left the problem of pro- 
viding the additional $44,000,509. 
Challenges Commission’s Figures. 

Weisenburger told the House 
committee that the experts who 
had prepared the estimates he pre- 
sented were convinced that the 
Survey Commission had not had in- 
formation in preparing its estimate 
necessary to arrive at anything like 
the approximate revenue which 
would be produced by the tax bills. 

“We do not put forth the clairm 
that our estimate is exactly cor- 
rect,”’ Weisenburger said. “But it 
would have to be 75 per cent wrong 
if the Survey Commission estimate 
is correct. We had the -:ervices of 
the best men we could get. Shey 
worked carefully and resolved ev- 
ery doubt in a manner to decrease 
rather than increase the amount. 
We believe that the bills hefore 
this committee would preluce 
nearly $500,000,000 in revenue in 
12 years, 

“The Commission said the State 
needs $192,000,000 in additional 
revenue in that time. It has rro- 
vided for nearly three times that 
amount, We believe that by dou- 
bling the State income tax, making 
it 2 per cent, instead of 1 per cent, 
that all the additional revenue 
which the State could economical- 
ly spend before another session of 
the Legislature would be produced, 
and we would not complain about 
that. 

Heavy Burden in Depression. 

“This program was conceived by 
the Survey Commission at a period 
of the greatest prosperity this 
country has even known, and now 
in the midst of the country’s worst 
dépression the proposal is made to 
put this enormous burden on in- 
dustry and the income taxpayers.” 

Weisenburger said that while the 
Legislature frequently had heard 
the objection made to tax increases, 
that they would drive business from 
the State, that he wanted to say at 
again in all sincerity. 

“Business wants modern 
institutions and wants 
rystem of the most advanced 
kind,” he said. ‘“‘But business can- 
not stand such a_ stupendous tax 
burden as i$ here proposed, a tax 
that would produce nearly three 
times as much revenue as it has 
ever been suggested was needed.”

The Chamber of Commerce, in 
its compilation, set out that in 
1928 the State received $3,788,211 
from income taxes, $1,788,213 from 
the corporation franchise tax and 
$1,160,849 from its share of the 
foreign insurance tax, a total of 
$6,737,273. 

It also set out the Survey Com- 
missions’ estimate of the increased 
revenue which the tax bills under 
consideration would produce the 
first year, the estimated additional 
for income tax being $7,000,000; 
corporation franchise tax, $1,000,- 
000, and foreign insurance tax, $1,- 
250,000, a total of $9,250,000. The 
total revenue to be produced the 
first year was thus fixed at $15,- 
987,273, arrived at by adding “the 
revenue produced under the pres- 
ent laws and the amount the Sur- 
vey Commission estimated would 
be produced under the proposed 
laws. 

The Chamber of Commerce said 
that the bills actually would pro- 
duce $26,481,798. or $10,494,525 
more than the commission  esti- 
mated. Its figures included an es- 
timate that the individual income 
tax would produce $18,294,275, and 
the corporation income tax would 
produce $3,411,097, a total of in- 
come taxes of $21,705,372; that the 
corporation franchise “tax would 
produce $3,576,426, and the for- 
eign insurance tax $1,200,000. 

Having no available Missour! sta- 
tistics in reaching an estimate of 
the income which might be ex- 
pected from the proposed graduat- 
ed tax, the Chamber based its esti- 
mates on the Federal returns from 
Missouri, exact information being 
available there as to each step in 
collections. In doing this, it acted 
on the theory that the system was 
justified because under the pro- 
posed law every income taxpayer 
would be required to file a copy of 
his Federal return with his State 
return. 


$18,294,000 From Income, 

Using the number of income tax- 
payers in each bracket and apply- 
ing the rates which would be in ef- 
fect if the proposed law ~- should 
pass, the chamber arrived at a 
total of $18,294,275 as the amount 
of income which would be derived 
from 66,048 payers of State income 
tax. 

The Survey Commission in its 
report estimated there would be an 
increase each year in the revenue 
the proposed tax bills would pro- 
duce. The Chamber of Commerce 
applied the same percentage to its 
estimate of the first year revenue 
that the Survey Commission used, 
and by that process reached the 
conclusion that in 12 years’ the 
State would get $471,155,334 in 
revenue from income and corpora- 
tion taxes. 

The $471,155,334 is in total, not 
additional revenue, and is not to 


estimate of $158,806,000. For com- 
parative purposes it fs necessary to 
deduct from the Chamber of Com- 
merce estimate $80,847,276, which 
is the amount it is estimated would 
be obtained under the present laws. 
Making this deduction, the Cham- 
ber found that the proposed laws 
would thus produce $231,508,058 
more than that the Commission 
reported to be needed. 

The House Committee heard sev- 
eral other speakers for and against 
the bills, among them being Claude 
B. Ricketts of St. Louis, a member 
of the Survey Commission. Rick- 
etts told the committee that, al- 
though he believed that all the im- 
provement aims of the Commis- 
sion eventually should be carried 
out, he had reached the conclusion 
that the State was not ready for 
such an extensive program. He 
presented to the committee for its 
consideration as a substitute for 
the pending bills, a measure pro- 
posing a doubling of the income 
tax rate. This proposed substitute 
met exactly the recommendation of 
Governor Caulfield in hic message 
to the Legislature, and conformed 
to the plan which Weisenberger 
told the committee would be agree- 
able to the Chamber of Commerce.

Chancellor Discusses Depression @n 

Putting Economy Budgct Up 

to Reichstag.

RLIN, Feb. §.—Chancellor 
Bruening put his 1931 economy 
budget up to the Reichstag today 
in an appeal that it be passed 
quickly. The Government has no 
intention of invoking the “dictator 
clause,” he said, for putting the 
budget into effect. 

“This problem hevers like a dark 
Shadow over the German people 
and over all measures for their sa]- 
vation,”’ he.said. “Agitation and 
Opposition will not help to lay the 
foundations for a real solution. 

“We are convinced the realiza- 
tion is growing throughout the 
world that the reparations issue is 
not only extraordinarily depressing 
in Germany, but that it is a stum- 
bling block in the path of the whole 
world’s economic recovery. 

“We regret exceedingly that for- 
eign countries do not realize that 
Germany must adopt economic 
measures which they may not like 
but which are necessary if we are 
to meet the reparations payments.”

Sales of American Products to That Continent 
$500,000,000 Less Than in 1929—Exports 
to Russia Greatest in Modern Times.

year’s declines in American foreign

Department statistics today to 
have been the largest in the com- 
merce with Europe. 

Sales of American products to 
that continent for the year were 
about $500,000,000 less than in 
1929.

ACTION DEMANDED 
IN ST. PAUL CASE 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Feb. 5. — Post- 
master-General Brown was chal- 


lenged today in the House by Cone 
gressman Maas (Rep.), Minnesota, 
to make yublic an investigation of 
charges by Maas against Charles 
J. Moos, St. Paul Postmaster. 
Demanding recognition of his 
recommendation before House Re- 
publicans hold their caucus, 


Feb. 


27, Maas said Moos was linked di- 
rectly with a St. Pawl postoffice 
lease now under investigation with 
about 6000 others by a special Sen- 
ate committee. 

He said Brown had “forgiven, 
excused or condoned” Moos after 
an investigation that substantiated 
the charges. Asking am explana- 
tion, Maas inquired: 

“Can it be that they are afrajd 
of Mr. Moos.”’ 

The Congressman said the Post- 
master had been serving more 
than a year overtime, without re- 
appointment, and that a demand 
to the administration for replace- 
ment had been denied. 

Regarding Moos’s’' connection 
with the St. Paul lease, Maas said: 
i “He became Postmaster before 
the building was completed, and 
had opportunity to know what a 
steal it was against the Govern- 
ment. Yet it was under his admin- 
istration that the Postoffice De- 
partment moved in, and the lease 
was signed calfing for $120.775 per 
year for 20 years. There is doubt 
the building ever cost $200,000.” 

Moos went to Chicago to see the 
owner and “there he solicited and 
received the insurance for his own 
(insurance) firm,” Maas addad., 

More than $1,000,000 insurance 
was negotiated, Maas charged, on 
the building which a Federal Court 
has since valued at $344,000,/in- 
cluding the lease. 

Maas also charged that after a 
garage had been built for the Gov- 
ernment by men “who happened to 
be connected with an insurance 
agency of their own,” the lease was 
canceled and a new building put up 
by “men who didn’t have any in- 
surance connections—at least the 
new owners who fre getting a non- 
cancellable lease—gave Mr. Moos 
their insurance.” 

Recently Moos demoted a num- 
ber of postmaster department 
heads for ‘‘alleged disloyalty,” and 
‘failure to co-operate,’’ Maas said.

|tomobile Show at The Arena 7 
'terday totaled 23,971 persons. Al-/ 
| though the largest crowd attended 
‘at night, the exhibition buildings 
contained hundreds of spectators 
from the time the show opened 
‘for the day at 11 a. m. 

| ‘The exhibition, the twenty- 
fourth annual show, will close Sat- 
urday night. While definite figures 
have not been compiled, exhibitors 
report numerous floor sales and say 
that the large number of prospects 


interviewed indicate satisfactory 
business during the months to 
come. . 


About 80 unemployed men have 
been given work during the show. 
They include carpenters, gatemen, 
laborers, painters and mechanics. 

Although most of the automobiles 
exhibited are stock models, marked

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NEW REGULATIONS 
FOR SERVICE CA 
LINES PROPOSED 


City Traffic Engineer Gon- 
ter Recommends the Issu- 
ance of Convenience and 
Necessity Certificates. 


Recommendations for improving 
service car operation were present- 
ed to the Special Transportation 
Committee of the Board of Alder- 
men, in compliance with its re- 
quest, by City Traffic Engineer 
Gonter yesterday. The committee 
is considering the report of the 
Transportation Survey Commission. 
Gonter’s proposals were: 

Fix definite routes and tims 
schedules in certificates of con- 
venience and necessity issued by 
the Board of Public Service. 

Require service cars to start 
routes from private property, not 
public street stands, particularly 
at Third street and Washington 
avenue after Eads Bridge is freed 
of tolls. 

Refuse licenses to applicants 
with objectionable character un-« 
der a set of rules to be laid down. 

Make service car license plates 
big enough for the numbers to 
be read easily. 

Provide two inspectors with 
nothing to do but regulate ai 
ice cars. 

Perpetuate all existing Board 
of Public Service rules and add a 
limitation for only one passenger 
in the driver's seat. 

? Partial Concurrence. 

Harry J. Cantwell, general coun- 
sel for the United Service Car Co., 
concurred in these recommenda- 
tions, except that he did not men- 
tion the last one and disagreed as 
to the requirement of private start- 
ing stations.

Commenting on the Survey Com. 
mission's report about service cars, 
Cantwell asserted the commission 
was “created primarily for the in- 
terests of the car company and the 
City Utilities Co.,’"’ which controls 
the trolley and bus companies 
here. He declared the People’s 
company had thought it proper for 
its lines to parallel trolley lines, 
but wrong for service cars to par- 
allel its lines. 

His company carries 25,000 pas- 
sengers a day in almost 300 serv- 
ice cars, Cantwell said, and has 
never started a line except where 
requested. He explained that the 
company consists of individual 
service car owners, who are the 
stockholders, and who belong to 
the union. 

Competition on Delmar. 

Cantwell asserted that service 

cars adhere to time schedules ex- 
cept on the Delmar route, where 
the company has competition from 
the nonunion St. Louis Service Car 
Association, which, he said, oper- 
ates 50 cars against 85 of the Unit- 
ed company, and participates § in 
United's starter service and benefits 
from United's advertising. Cant- 
well suggested that when Eads 
Bridge is freed of tolls street cars, 
busses and service cars be trans- 
ferred from Washington avenue to 
St. Charles street downtown. Al- 
derman Kaufmann thought Lucas 
avenue might be used thus, too, 
making each one-way. 
Richard W. Meade, president of 
the People’s Motorbus Co., told the 
aldermanic committee his company 
had prepared a bill for submission 
to the Legislature to put city bus 
lines, like its own, under jurisdic- 
tion of the State Public Service 
Commission. He said permits from 
the city’s Board of Public Service, 
now the sole authority over the bus 
service, would be a prerequisite.

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HOW UNION ELECTRIG 
FIXED REALTY VALUES 


Witness Says They Were Based 
on ‘Best Judgment,’ Not 
Specific Sales. 


By a Staff Correspondent of the 
Post-Dispatch. 

JEFFERSON CITY, Feb. 5.— 
Mayor E. D. Ruth Jr. of Univeral- 
ty City, who is in the real estate 
business in St. Louis, was ques- 
tioned yesterday by City Counselor 
Muench as to how he arrived at 
valuations he placed on land 
owned by Union Electric Light & 
Power Co. 

Ruth had testified previously for 
Union Electric in the rate hearing 
being conducted by the State Pub- 
lic Service Commission, giving to 
the company’s lands valuations 
practically identical with those of 
two other expert witnesses for the 
company, which were in some 
cases more than three times the 
values assigned by the city’s real 
estate appraiser, Max H. Doyhe. 

In answer to questions by 
Muench, Ruth admitted that his 
valuationg as to several pieces of 
property were not based on spe- 
cific sales of similar property, but 
were merely his best judgment in 
view of his general knowledge of 
the surroundings. 

One piece of land in question 
was 30,030 square feet at Third 
and Lesperance streets for which 
the company paid $18,000 a few 
years ago and upon which Ruth 
Placed a value of $60,060, or $2 a 
Square foot. Ruth said there had 
been no such increase in values 
in that district as would be rep- 
resented by the difference in the 
figures, but he thought the com- 
pany must have obtained a great 
bargain, He thought, also, that 
construction of the southern ap- 
proach to the Municipal Bridge 
and the prospective use of that 
bridge by the Terminal Railroad 
Association had a beneficial effect 
on the district. 

Discussing the value of a substa- 
tion on Fourth street; near Wal- 
nut, Ruth said it had been helped 
by the proposed widening of Mar- 
ket street. It was his opinion that 
when widened, Market street will 
be the most used traffic artery in 
the city and he thought the great- 
est increase in value due to it would 
be near the downtown terminus. 

Ruth added, however, that as to 
the effect of public improvements. 
on real estate values, “anticipation 
often is better than realization.”

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INVESTMENT COMPANY 
FAILS; $250,000 SHORT 


Peoria Bankruptcy Laid to 
Unwise Use of Funds by 
Late President. 


By the Amtociated Press. 

PEORIA, Ill., Feb. 5.——-The Wal- 
ter G. Causey Co., one of the largest 
investment companies in this section 
of Illinois, has filed a voluntary pe- 
tition in bankruptcy. Directors said 
a shortage existed in the accounts 
of $250,000 to $300,000 because of 
unfortunate investments made by 
Walter G. Causey, president, who 
died last Friday. 

The bankruptcy petition was filed 
following a directors’ meeting at 
which the shortage was announced. 
The directors voted a resolution 
stating the company was insolvent. 
The concern, known here popularly 
as “The Investment Company,” 
dealt mainly in real estate, mort- 
gages and loans. — 

Judge E. H. Gregg, veiecte in 
bankruptcy, appointed the Commer- 
cial Merchants’ National Bank & 
Trust Co. of Peoria ag receiver. 

The board of directors said it 
was positive dishonesty wag not 
resvonsible for the loss, but that 
Causey apparently had used the 
company’s funds in unwise inveat- 
ments. 

The company iI!s capitalized at 
$227,000 and its stockholders will 
be directly affected by the failure, 
the directors said, but conserva- 
tion of the remaining assets, a 
schedule of which was not filed 
with the bankruptcy petition, prob- 
ably will prevent loss to others. 
The schedule of liabilities and as- 
sets must be filed within 10 days 
after the filing of the petition, 

Other officers of thé concern are 
Thomas G., Lovelace, yice president, 
and G. J. Hildebrand, secretary. 
The presidency has not been filled 
since Causey died last Friday aft- 
er an operation. 

Besides Lovelace and Hildebrand, 
the directors are Henry 8. Weid- 
man, real estate man; John M. El- 
liott, lawyers; Dr. Sumner Miller, 
physician; Ross 8. Wallace, vice 
president of the Central Illinois 
Light Co., and J. 8. McRea, Miami,

ERY, in the Antarctic, Jan. 31.— 


The fog lifted at noon on the 27th 
when the ship’was approximately 
in latitude 65:10*degrees south and 
longitude 107 degrees east, with 
300 fathoms beneath her keel. A 
prospect of further impgpovement in 
the weather appeared, s0 we de- 
cided to s2ize the opportunity for 
further airplane reconnaisance. 

Conditions were poor, for the 
sky was almost completely overcast 
and there were also a considerable 
swell and an easterly wind, but it 
was a case of making the most of 
the only opportunity presented for 
a long time. 

Flying Officer E. Douglas and I 
were swung over -he side and the 
machine was Jauncheid successfully, 
but the take-off was difficult on 
account of the ocean swell and the 
waves. After many unsuccessful 
essays in which, after rising hope- 
fully from the crest of a great 
wave, we would ,fall back with a 
resounding smack into the succeed- 
ing trough, Pilot Douglas’ skill got 
the machine eventually into the 
air. 

Fine Ice-Strewn Panorama. 

Then, until the plane entered 
the first stratum of clouds at an 
elevation of 1300 feet, there was 
presented a‘ fine ice-strewn pan- 
orama extending unbroken east and 
west and to the southern horizon. 

Emerging into clear sky at 1600 
feet we found a still higher cloud 
over al] the sky except low in the 
south. This second cloud stratum 
was met at an elevation of 3000 
feet. Rising through it, we even- 
tually came out into brilliant sun- 
shine with the sky almost clear. 

At 5700 feet we had a fine view 
over a cloud gap to the south and 
could discern on that horizon a 
line of nigh ice plateau extending 


approximately east and west. No 
rock outcrop was visible. This 
made the fourth new land in all 


sighted between Adelie Land and 
Queen Mary Land. From sound- 
ings we have taken the continuity 
of the Arctic coast line throughout 
this sector appears effectively dem- 
onstrated. 

On reaching the sea again the 
embarkation of the plane was 
fraught with considerable hazard. 
The machine had to be taken onto 
skids in the-starboard side. To 
minimize rolling the ship steamed 
slowly across the swell. Dancing 
and plunging uncomfortably, the 
plane taxied alongside. Matters 
were complicated on account of 
the wind blowing across the swell, 
consequently the maneuver had to 
be repeated several] times before it 
was possible for us in the plane, as 
we passed beneath, to stize ana 
nook onto the lifting tackie dan- 
gling from the ship’s boom. 

At length a favorable moment 
arrived and the-instant the tackle 
was hitched all hands on the ship 
threw their weight into an effort 
to lift the plane from the water be- 
fore the next sea should catch it. 
Unfortunately . the right wing 
dipped and the sea _ struck it, 
throwing so great a weight on the 
hand swing attachments that thev 
carried away under the strain. 
Plane Battered, Hauled Aboard. 
The derelict, surging between 
water and sky under the impulse 
of the passing seas, was raised 
higher and higher by our. friends 
on board, who had redoubled their 
efforts. My eyeglasses fell in the 
sea. Douglas and I managed to 
nang on, dangling from the struts. 
Then, as the remaining sling xt- 
tachments on the plane were not 
able to support the water-logged 
machine, a final crash came and 
the plane fell into the sea. For- 


tunately, it remained afloat and 
was got on board in a battered 
condition. 


Douglas and I suffered no dam- 
age as a result of these wet and 
exciting moments, but having res- 
cued the plane we then discovered 
that Matheson, one of the saliors 
who was some distance away res- 
cuing the life buoys and gear which 
had floated from the plane, had 
become an object of :nterest to sev- 
eral whales, which in a most dis- 
turbing manner spouted and snort- 


ed around his small boat. Though 
a hardy fisherman, Matheson had 
never before been so closely asso- 
ciated with these monsters and was 
obviously glad when the Discovery 
steamed alongside. 

Lafer in the evening I was re- 
lieved to be advised by the aviators 
that the damage was not beyond 
repair and that the plane would 
be ready for service again in a 
week. 

After taking the damaged: air- 
plane aboard on the afternoon of 
the 27th, the ship continued west. 
The pack became more favorable 
and the Discovery was soon travers- 
ing waters not previously invaded 
by any vessel. Late that day we 
passed. innumerable grounded bergs 
disposed around what appeared to 
be an ice-covered island about 10 
miles long. On account of the 
heavy pack held by the grounded 
bergs, close approach and further 
investigation were impossible. 

High Ice-Clad Island Found. 

The 28th proved most interesting, 
for we passed along serried ranks 
of bergs of every shape and form, 
all grounded on shoals on the con- 
tinental shelf. Standing well above 
these Brobdignagian ice masses, a 
high ice-clad island was discov- 
ered. : 

This island, which is roughly 11 
miles in diameter and 1100 feet 
high, is situated in latitude 65:09 
degrees south and longitude 103:15 
degrees east, and there appear to 
be other islands also among the 
tangled mass of grounded bergs, 
which extends for 100 miles along 
the eastern side of the Shackleton 
barrier ice chelf and to the exist- 
ence of which the stability of the 
ice shelf is evidently largely due. 

To the accompaniment cf a rap- 
idly falling barometer, an easterly 
gale now sprang up which was most 
untimely, for it caught us just when 
off an ice coast line trending north 
across the wind direction. 

Years ago when exploring in the 
vessel Aurora we had found the tip 
of this northerly spur from the 
continent to consist of a sheet of 
walled ice and the tongue was 
thenceforth known as Termination 
Tongue, which, though but a few 
miles wide, was 40 miles in length. 
In a vessel with so little power as 
the Discovery it was not a pleasing 
prospect to weather out a severe 
gale with such a wall of ice on our 
lee. 

In Radio Touch With Whaler. 

Having discovered that the 
whaler Nielsen Alonzo had been 
operating in the vicinity of Ter- 
mination Tongue for some six 
weeks past, we,got in wireless 
touch with a view to ascertaining 
the present latitude of the tip of 
the tongue .because of the fact that 
floating glaciers formations vary 
in length from year to year. We 
were informed the whaler could 
give no definite information re- 
garding it, so Capt. MacKenzie had 
to make the best course possible in 
an effort to keep clear of the 
tongue. 

On the night of the 29th much 
oil was spent in an effort to heave 
to behind a berg which loomed 
up near by. The maneuver was 
successful but the position was 
soon rendered untenable on ac- 
count of the smaliness of the berg 
and the height of the seas. How- 
ever, on the morning of the 30th 
the weather improved and is now 
gloriously fine. 

Last evening and this morning 
we searched in vain for Termina- 
tion Tongue, only to discover that 
it has entirely disappeared. Where 
it formerly extended there remain 
only isolated grounded  bergs. 
Had we known this when the gale 
was at its height it would have 
been a great comfort. 

The disappearance of the tongue 

has entirely altered the distribu- 
tion of the pack and closed up the 
former opening which Capt. J. K. 
Davis in the Aurora had discovered 
leading to open water. now known 
as Davis Sea, inclosed between the 
pack and Queen Mary Land. Con- 
sequently we are now searching 
farther west ‘for access to the 
mainland coast. 
Campbell, Douglas, Surrey and 
the others working on the airplane 
have already repaired most of the 
damage.

MOSCOW, Feb. 5.—Joseph Stalin, 


making one of his infrequent 
speeches, today told the National 
Industrial Congress that the five- 
year plan of industrialization will 
be completed in four years and that 
if Russia’s technicians could take 
advantage of all the national re- 
sources it could be completed in 


three. 
The Soviet Union soon will be the 
greatest agricultural nation on 


earth, he said, and the Communist 


system has been demdpstrated be- 
fore the world as the only one in 
which an economic crisis such as 
has laid low the capitalistic nations 
is impossible. 

He was frank in criticising some 
executives under the five-year plan 
as “chair warmers” and “signers of 
papers,” but he predicted that with 
the support of all the workers the 
Soviet Union was destined to 
achieve epochal victories, both in- 
dustrial and social. 

‘“‘We have everything,” he said, 
‘iron, coal, oil, grain, cotton— 
everything p&t rubber, and we will 
have that in a year or so. No other 
country in the world has such pos- 
sibilities of development as we have 

“But we have still more impor- 
tant obligations—those to the world 
proletariat. We have won not only 
through our own workers but with 
the support of the workers of the 
world, without which we would 
have been crushed long ago. Now 
we must march on so that the 
world proletariat will say: “There 
is Our advance guard, our Govern- 
ment, our fatherland. Let us sup- 
port them against the capitalists in 
bringing about the world revolu- 
tion.’ 

‘Sometimes they ask me whether 
we can’t relax our tempo. No, com- 
rades, it is not possible. Indeed, it 
must be increased. 

‘In the past we had no father- 
land; now we have. If you want 
to keep the independence of our 
fatherland you must, in the very 
shortest time, eliminate its’ back- 
wardness. In industrial develop- 
ment we lag behind the other na- 
tions of the world by 590 to 100 
years. If we are not to be washed 
away we must cross that gap in 10 
years.” 

He was cheered for several min- 
utes before and after the speech 
and there were cheers for Premier 
Molikoff, who followed him, and 
urged that in this third year of the 
five-year plan the greatest atten- 
‘tion be devoted to agriculture, 
transportation and fuel production.

There 
he soon gained a foothold, becom- 
ing a favorite with the Emperor 
and Empress. Later he gained an 
influence over the monarch 
through whom he exerted a tre- 
mendous power at the court. 


FOUR MONTHS’ DICTATORSHIP 
ORDERED BY CHILEAN CONGRESS 


President's Powers Extended So He 
May Act Urgently on 
Economic Problems. 

By the Associated Press. 

SANTIAGO, Chile, Feb. 5.— 
Chile last night entered a four 
months’ dictatorship by consent of 
Congress. By vote of 14 to 11 the 
Senate approved a bill previously 
passed by the Chamber which puts 
into the hands of President Carlos 
Ibanez complete legislative powers 
while Congress is in a four months’ 
recess. 

The Government regarded the 
congressional action as “a supreme 
vote of confidence in the Presi- 
dent” and assured the nation the 
executive’s powers would be used 
with great discretion. 

President Ibanez requested this 
authorization as a result of eco- 
nomic conditions both locally and 
worldwide, saying events to come 
during the recess of Congress 
might necessitate urgent action. 

Under the new law the President 
is under no restrictions whatsoever 
but Premier Castro Ruiz, who 
drew the measure, said the newly- 
conferred powers would not be 
used to interpret the Constitution 
dr to affect individual] liberty. The 
Premier must sign every decree 
issued by the President in this pe- 
riod. 


GANDHI’S MEN CUTTING DOWN 
TREES THAT PRODUCE LIQUOR

BOMBAY, India, Feb. 5.—Fol- 
lowers of Mahatma Gandhi, dis- 
satisfied with the results obtained 
from picketing liquor shops in

For Several Years He Pub- 
lished Newspaper at Mex- 
ico — Since 1905 He 
Headed Central Trust Co.

JEFFERSON CITY, Feb. ..— 
Sam B. Cook, 79 years old, banker, 
former State official, and formerly 
a leader in Democratic politics in 
Missouri, died at his home last 
night, following a brief illness. 
Death was due to heart trouble. 
Funeral services will be held at 
2:30 Saturday afternoon at the 
Cook home. 

Cook, who was a native of Vir- 
ginia, was one of the leaders of 
his party at a time when Missouri 
regularly returned Democratic ma- 
jorities, but in recent years he had 
not actively participated in poll- 
tics. A son, Howard Cook. asso- 
clated with him in the banking 
business, Js a member of the Dem- 
ocratic State Committee. 

He was a lieutenant of William 
Joel Stone when the latter was 
Governor and later United States 
Senator, and for years was a 
strong supporter of former United 
States Senator James A. Reed. 

In 1892 he was Secretary of the 
Democratic State Committee and 
served as chairman of the commit- 
tee from 1896 to 1900. He was 
elected Secretary of State in 1900 
and served one term. He was re- 
nominated for Secretary of State 
by the Democratic convention of 
1904, but was defeated in the elec- 
tion. 

In 1916 he was elected State 
Senator from the Twenty-seventh 
Senatorial District, for a four-year 
term, but did not seek re-election. 

Published Paper at Mexico. 

Before his entry into Democratic 
State politics, Cook served two 
terms as Sheriff and _ ex-officio 
County Collector of Warren County 
and engaged in the banking busi- 
ness in Warrenton. He later re- 
moved to Mexico, Mo., and for sev- 
eral years was editor and publisher 
of the Mexico. Intelligencer. 

Since 1905 Cook had been presi- 
dent of the Central Missouri Trust 
Co. of Jefferson City. 

He is survived by the widow and 
four children, Mrs. Charles W. 
Diggs of Columbia, Mo., Miss Jes- 
sie Cook, Howard Cook and Lewis 
Hord Cook, all of Jefferson City. 
Sued for $350,000, Charging Libel. 

Libel suits were filed by Cook in 
1906 against the St. Louis Post- 
Dispatch for $100,000, and against 
the St. Louis Globe-Democrat for 
$250,000. The suits were tried out- 
side St. Louis. A Boone County 
jury at Columbia, with two mem- 
bers dissenting, rendered a _ ver- 
dict of $50,000 damages against the 
Post-Dispatch, for its editorial] 
criticising Cook for his official 
failure as Secretary of State to pro- 
tect depositors of the Salmon Bank 
of Clinton, which failed five 
months after he went out of office, 
and which had been insolvent for 
two years. 

The suit against the Globe- 
Democrat was based on an article 
relating to campaign funds. A 
Chariton County jury at Keytesville 
awarded Cook a verdict for $169,- 
000. The Supreme Court, in a de- 

cision March 30, 1910, reduced the 

judgment to $50,000, and the Globe- 

Democrat settled with Cook on 

that basis. 

The Post-Dispatch suit was de- 

cided by the Supreme Court in No- 

vember, 1911. The court, in the 

meantime, had undergone political 

changes, and the three new Repub- 

lican members, Judges Kennish, 

Ferriss and Brown, rendered the 

court’s decision reversing and dis- 

missing the case, and holding that 

the Post-Dispatch had acted in 

good faith in the public interest, 

and that the article complained of 

was pertinent and justified.

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THE GARY-BECKER PLAN. 
Rushing of the Gary-Becker program, embodying 
‘the Survey Commission’s recommendations for the 
increase of taxes, is a menace to business throughout 
the State. The bills introduced in the House pro- 
pose to treble the present income tax, double the cor- 
poration franchise tax and raise the corporation in- 
come tax from 1 per cent to 1% per cent, in order to 
carry out the plan of the Survey Commission to in- 
crease the revenue approximately $16,000,000 annual- 
ly, or a total of $192,000,000 in 12 years, to improve 
and extend the State institutions. Representative 
Langdon Jones, who is in charge of the bills, has an- 
nounced that the last hearing would be given tomor- 
row and the bills would be adopted by the House by 
the end of next week, and then sent to the Senate. 
The House, which is controlled by members from the 
rural districts, will probably make short work of 
the bills. In the form in which they are drawn they 
represent a determined attack by the country districts 
against the cities of the State. 

The Post-Dispatch commended the work of the Sur- 
vey Commission and approved its general conclusions 
with regard to the improvement and extension of the 
State institutions and public qchool system, the equal- 
ization of taxés and the sources from which the 
revenue for these purposes should be obtained. It 
had to be obtained from incomes rather than from 
property, regardless of income or ability to pay. We 
particularly commended the recommendations with 
regard to the personal property tax, which is a farce 
and a fraud, and to reach hidden wealth through in- 
comes. e expected that the cities, where wealth is 
concentrated, would have to bear the chief burden 
to provide the necessary funds to improve the public 
stem and to redeem the State institutions 
from tWeir present disgraceful conditions. 

We did expect, however, that the State Legislature 
would exercise sound judgment in accomplishing the 
objects which the Survey Commission had in view. 
We referred the whole subject to the State Legisla- 
ture for decision as to what steps should be taken. 
We did not expect that the Legislature would, in this 
period of depression, lay an excessive burden of tax- 
ation upon corporations and individuals. Gov. Caul- 
field, we believe, took a sane view of the situation. 
He modified the Survey Commission’s program, stat- 
ing that he believed that*the actual needs of the 
State would be met by raising approximately $40,- 
000,000 over a 10-year period. He recommended in- 
creasing the efficiency of collectidns from the income 
tax, which is now largely evaded, and doubling the 
tax for that period. We believe it would be wise to 
substitute a graduated income tax instead of a flat 
doubling, which would fall heavily upon moderate 
incomes. The bulk of the money required should be 
obtained by taxation in proportion to wealth, placing 
the heaviest burden upon large incomes. 

It is imperative that the income taxes through 
which hidden wealth is to be reached should be levied 
justly upon all incomes. If the income tax were ef- 
ficiently collected, no one can estimate precisely what 
revenue it would bring Hitherto we know this tax 
has been inefficiently levied and collected. 

Although preferring a bond issue as the more ef- 
fective method of obtaining the money and doing 
the necessary work, we accepted the Governor’s judg- 
ment with regard to the pay-as-you-go plan and the 
amount actually necessary to meet the requirements 
of the State. We believe the State Legislature would 
be wise to give full consideration to the Governor's 
conclusions and recommendations, and avoid for the 
present at least excessive increases in taxation on 
both business and individuals. Excessive taxation, 
on top of the very heavy municipal, State and county 
taxes, might be exceedingly damaging to business 
and retard recovery from the present disastrous de- 
pression. 

We know that the cities must bear the brunt of 
raising the additional revenue for the State’s press- 
ing needs. But the cities should not be crushed 
under excessive burdens. For the present at least 
there should be reasonable moderation in the increase 
of taxation. Killing the goose that Jays the golden 
eggs is not good policy. . 

We doubt the wisdom, from their own standpoint, 
of the supporters of the Gary-Becker program of rush- 
ing through bills providing for a huge aggregate of 
revenue over 12 years, with greatly increased taxa- 
tion. If the House does not accept a moderate, judi- 
cious program it might defeat the whole object. Both 
the Senate and Governor must still be reckoned with, 
and the voters may have something to say on the 
subject. The whole plan should be handled with reas- 
onableness. That would be the far better way to in- 
sure its success rather than resorting to the doubtful 
device of putting in the bills an immediate emergency 
clause for public peace, health and safety. 

If the House persists in its unreasonable course, 
we haye hopes of judicious action in the Senate, and 
after the Senate Gov. Caulfield will probably have 
the final word. We believe it is incumbent upon the 
Governor, who has demonstrated intelligent judgment 
in the matter, to use all his legitimate power and 
influence to obtain a satisfactory conclusion. 
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EGG MARKET NOTE.

STEP OUT QUIETLY, PLEASE. 

Our faith in the judicial process, sorely tried of 
late by bench and bar at home and abroad, has been 
restored. Justice of the Peace Emerson of Aledo, 
Ill, and Magistrate Rudich of Brooklyn did it. A 
horseback rider was brought into the Magistrate’s 
court charged with opérating a horse “at a rate of 
speed and in a manner to endanger life and prop 
erty.”

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ARKANSAS AND RELIEF. 

The Post-Dispatch publishes today a very reveal- 
ing letter upon the subject of destitution in Arkan- 
sas, “This question would not be up if the planters 
had not exhausted their credit,” says the writer. 

That is true, and it will serve to clarify an unfor- 
tunate situation. The drouth is only a contributing 
factor to the plight of a considerable part of the 
Arkansas population. It was no worse than the 
drouth in Kentucky, nor was it much worse than the 
drouth in Virginia. The need for relief in Kentucky 
and Virginia is much less than in Arkansas because 
much of Arkansas stakes its all upon a single crop; 
that is, cotton. Kentucky marketed a $48,000,000 
crop of tobacco last season. Virginia also is a much 
more diversified agricultural State than Arkansas. 

The cotton crop in Arkansas last year was good. 
It was a market that was wanting. In the absence of 
a profitable market, banks failed and credit was de- 
stroyed. This is the major cause of,a condition which 
has brought on the legislative impasse at Washing- 
ton. Senators Robinson and Caraway think the Red 
Cross is not meeting the situation in Arkansas, which 
is in part true. The reports from every county in 
Arkansas and the Southwestern headquarters of the 
Red Cross in St. Louis are unanimous in the state 
ment that there is no inadequacy in food relief. It is 
credit that is needed. When the cotton market col- 
lapsed the planters were unable to meet their obliga- 
tions at the banks and feed their employes through 
the winter. The banks went down under a burden of 
frozen assets and.the State found itself in an ‘almost 
incredible plight. Mr. Hoover has been charitable 
with the Arkansas Senators. He realizes that they 
have been under great pressure from home. That he 
has not been willing to agree with them as to what 
is to be done is not surprising. Neither is it discred- 
itable to either side. There can be great difference 
of opinion in an afflicted country as to the adequacy 
of relief. The Red Cross feels that there is no in- 
adequacy in Arkansas, but that is not necessarily the 
way the people of Arkansas feel about it. The plant- 
ers, the banks and the business men would welcome 
largess from the United States Treasury; and they 
are belaboring their Senators for it. 

In the judgment of the Post-Dispatch neither side 
is on as firm ground as it might be. Early in the 
movement for relief in Arkansas, Senator Robinson 
introduced a bill which proposed to advance $3,000,000 
in agricultural credits to afflicted regions. It was 
only after the movement for a general relief fund got 
under way that this prior bill was lost sight of. The 
writer of the letter which appears upon this page 
revives the real question, which is the necessity for 
establishing agricultural credits In Arkansas. Per- 
haps Mr. Hoover and the Senate can agree upon that 
If so, the relief can be real. If not, it can only deal 
with the consequences while neglecting the cause. 
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DARK SUNSHINE. 

There is a dolorous sigh in the palm fronds and 
along the usually blazing boulevards hangs an air of 
dejection. No report has come from the Los Ange- 
les Chamber of Commerce, but we know what it must 
be like. Although Southern California's private sun 
shines daily, a depressed people sees only black clouds 
from dark mountain rim to darker sea. No, not the 
orange crop—something far worse. Word has leaked 
out that of all the spots on the earth sought by the 
Red chiefs at Moscow for Communism, Los Angeles is 
only thifd. Lieutenant-Colonel LeRoy F. Smith of 
the Better American Federation, who has “diréct 
knowledge,” said so himself. Then no wonder the 
eucalyptus weeps and the lantana hangs its head. 
Imagine the anguish of the former Iowan, now a 
blithe dweller in Christmas Tree lane, who drives vis- 
itors from home up into Hollywood Hills to look out 
over the valley that is the promised land, and then 
is forced to apologize: “The Communists have their 
eye on us, but up to noon we were still only third 
in their heart’s desire. Khyber Pass is first and 
China is second. We hope by tomorrow night”— 
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END THE POSTOFFICE LEASING SYSTEM. 

The House has passed by unanimous consent a 
$100,000,000 measure expanding the Government's 
building program to $415,000,000, including many 
postoffice projects. and the bill now goes to the Sen- 
ate. A House committee has approved the Kelly bill, 
setting aside $45,000,000 for buying or erecting other 
structures needed for postal purposes. Several valua- 
ble ends would be attained by passage of these bills or 
similar ‘legislation. The building program urged by the 
administration as a stimulant in the current depres- 
sion would be forwarded. Postoffices and Federal 
courts would obtain adequate quarters. And an im- 
portant step would be taken toward ending what 
Senator Blaine of Wisconsin terms “an annual raid 
on the Treasury” resulting from excessive payments 
on property rented by the Postoffice Department. 
This amount he estimates at $10,000,000 to $15,000,- 
000 a year, a large item in last year’s $58,770,000 
postal deficit. 

The system of leasing buildings from private in- 
dividuals cannot do other than add to the costll- 
ness of the postal system. The Government requires 
good buildings in convenient locations, on which rent- 
als normally are high. Structures privately built for 
renting to the Government inevitably carry a high 
rental, for the contractors want to get their money 
back, plus a fair return, within the term of the lease, 
since it might be difficult to find another tenant if 
the Government failed to renew its contract. Pay- 
ment of taxes and higher interest rates als» add to 
the return exacted by private owners. 

When to these normal commercial factors are added 
the exorbitant payments which Senator Blaine’s in- 
vestigating committee has uncovered, and the collu- 
sion which it charges, the large and unnecessary part 
this rental system plays in the annual postoffice 
deficit becomes evident. The committee has found 
500 buildings whose rentals are excessive, the an- 
nual rental ranging from 13 to 60 per cent of their 
value. For instance, on a garage appraised at $38,- 
000 the Government has bound itself to pay $15,000 
annually for 10 years. Six years’ rent would buy all 
these buildings, Blaine estimates. 

The Postoffice Department should stop burdening 
the taxpayers with these wasteful charges by coasing 
to be a tenant and acquiring its own buildings as 
rapidly as possible. It is the duty of the investigat- 
ing committee to disclose whatever corruption it 
finds in the leasing system, and it is likewise the

~ How America Blocks World Recovery 


Remedies for world depression within power of U. S., but are neglected, economist 
says; efforts of International Bank to stabilize gold standard blocked by failure 
of Federal Reserve to co-operate; cancellation of war debts would help revive 
commerce; tariff walls hamper world trade; outlook dark unless our policy changes. 
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From an Address Before the League of Nations Association by John R. Commons, 
Professor of Economics, University of Wisconsin. 


NE of the activities of the League of 
Q() saticns that seems to me the most 

fundamental of all is the investigations, 
commissions and conferences on the world’s 
gold supply and on co-operation of the cen- 
tral banks of the world for économizing 
gold and stabilizing world prices. The most 
important conference is the one which es- 
tablished recently the Bank for Interna- 
tional Settlements, with headquarters at 
Basel. Its importance is in the fact that 
its board of directors brings together the 
heads of the world’s main central banks. 

However, it is unfortunate that the Fed- 
eral Reserve System cannot be represented. 
America controls some 40 per cent of the 
world’s monetary gold, and no action of the 
International Bank can be taken without 
paying particular attention to the inde- 
pendent policy of the Federal Reserve. And, 
on the other hand, the Federal Reserve can- 
not be free to act in stabilization of Amer- 
ican prices, if such stabilization should 
jeopardize the maintenance of the gold 
standard in Europe. 

Evidently the Federal Reserve policy 
must be one of co-operation with the cen- 
tral banks of Europe, if the gold standard 
is to be maintained and if the excessive 
rise and fall of prices is to be prevented. 

But here the jealousy of the American 
people and the fear of entangling alliances 
with Europe compels the Reserve System 
to do underhanded and surreptitiously by 
private conversations what could be done 
openly before the whole world if it were 
represented on the board of directors of the 
Bank for International Settlements. 

The fall in prices might be prevented if 
America would participate in the Interna- 
tional Bank. The world-wide fall of prices, 
or the world-wide rise of prices, depending 
on the instability of the gold standard aiid 
the lack of co-operation of the central 
banks of the world, is the most important 
of the world-wide problems, 

« - a 

It follows that the most important of 
the problems of thé League of Nations is 
the world-wide stabilization of the purchas- 
ing power of money. The investigators of 
the League are well aware of this impor- 
tance, but nations and diplomats are so 
Suspicious of each other that they cannot 
co-operate to carry out the conclusions of 
their investigations. 

The United States and France now own 
about 60 per cent of the world’s monetary 
gold supply, a much larger amount than 
is needed to support their credit structure. 
The French and American people have ac- 
quired a strange fear of the loss of this 
gold to the rest of the world, although this 
loss is the only means by which other 
countries can acquire gold and thus re- 
duce tHe excédsively high rates of inter- 
est and discount which aré now depressing 
their industries, 

Equaily important are the payments of 
war debts to the United States. These 
amount to $240,000,000 per year, payable 
in. gold of in our own public debt. . The 
European countries can pay these debts 
only by selling their own exports of com- 
modities to the rest of the world, and 
thereby wring the credits with which to 
purchase gold or the American secur- 
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_ the debtors would be able to pay. 


ities. With the falling off of foreign mar- 
kets these HMuropean countries are forced 
to sell their exports at continually lower 
prices in order to obtain the given amount 
of gold and securities. Already, since the 
settlement of the debts, their export prices 
have fallen about 20 per cent, which means 
an increase of 25 per cent’in the quantity 
of commodities which they must sell abroad 
in order to pay their debts to America. 
* . + 

The United States is in the position of a 
great creditor surrounded by impoverished 
debtors, forcing them to sell their posses- 
sions at bankrupt sales in order to pay im- 
mediately in gold or its equivalent. But 
America is at the same time a seller of 
its own products to these same impover- 
ished debtors and to the rest of the world 
where they are competing with us. We are 
conitpelled therefore also to sell at prices 
20 per cent lower than the prices prevail- 
ing when the amount of the debt was agreed 
upon, five or six years ago. Probably the 
loss to American farmers, manufattufrers 
and laborers, by these falling prices, is more 
than 10 times as great as the amount of 
gold or gold credit which we require Eu- 
rope to pay each year. 

If this catastrophe should occur in pri- 
vate business, the creditors would get to- 
gether and either scale down the debts or 
declare a moratorium until such time as 
But in 
foreign affairs we insist on our rights. In 
this case the burden falls mainly on Ger- 
many, and is driving that country to com. 
munism or fascism and debt repudiation. 

Our own huge war debt. has beén re- 


duced about one-third, but if we consider - 


the fall in prices since 1920, the burden of 
the remaining two-thirds on- the taxpayers 
is greater than was the whole burden at 
the prices of 1920. And if the prices con- 
tinue to fall, the burden on induétry and 
agriculture will continue to be greater than 
the sum saved by further reducing the debt. 

If America would cancel the war debts 
of Europe outright, then the other coun- 
tries would cancel theirs. This would be 
perhaps the most effective step toward re- 
storing international confidence in the will- 
ingness of America to help them recover 
from their present, downward plunge. 

. « - 


In lieu of these éfforts toward recovery, 
America is forced into the practice of dump- 
ing. This means that we sell our manufac. 
tured and farm products to foefeign é¢oun- 
tries at lower prices than those charged 
to American consuiners. The practice of 
dumping is now an avowed American pol- 
icy, where formerly it was condemned. Even 
the Farm Board congratulates farmers 
that domestic prices are higher than world 
prices for the samé comiiiddity.: 

This accounts in part for what seems to- 
be the absurd effort of all countries, ex. 
cept England so far, to raise high protec.’ 
tive tariffs or even embargoes against oth- 
er countries. What they are doing, how- 
ever, is trying to keep prices as high as 
possible at home but dumping their eur- 
plus at low prices abroad.

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SANTA FE AND TADS 
EXHIBIT. AT. MUSEUM 


Picturesque Southwest ‘and Its 
Primitive Life Depicted 
_ '——30 Canvases. 


Paintings of the art colonies at 
Santa Fe and at Taos, that last 
frontier of the aboriginal Ameri- 
can civilization where men, in the 
words of one of the group, “still 
have the bark on,” are shown this 
month at City Art Museum in For- 
est Park. 

The 30 canvases present a pano- 
rama of the picturesque South- 
west, its canyons, deserts and 
mountains, where the Hopi, Zuni 
and Navajo live on somewhat after 
the fashion of their ancestors be- 
fore the coming of the white man. 

Taos, now a familiar term when 
painting is under discussion, has 
come a long way since it was ‘“‘dis- 
covered” by 1914 by J. H. Sharp, 
who is represented in this exhibi- 
tion by two pictures. Before the 
first artists there ‘could obtain na- 
tive models they had to overcome 
a widespread superstition that the 
soul of the subjett passes into the 
picture when it is completed, so 
that the painting lives, whtfle the 
subject, when he dies, has no hope 
of an after life. 

Peaceful, Romantic Figures. 

Credited with having done much 
to eliminate this fear is E. Irving 
Couse whose three pictures in the 
present collection interpret the In- 
dians of the Southwest as peaceful 
romantic figures differing much 
from the older presentation of the 
Indian as a fierce warrior, or an 
abject remnant of a dying race. 

The Indians of Oscar E. Bern- 
inghaus, a St. Louisan, and Ern- 
est L. Blumenschein are glorified 
in another way. Berninghaus in 
“My Friend Santiago,” and Blu- 
menschein in “White Sun and Star 
Road,” are character studies of the 


wisesand experienced leaders of 
a tribe. 
The famous Inscription Rock, 


rising like a cathedral out of the 
wide stretching desert is shown in 
a picture by Carl Redin. Inscrip- 
tion Rock, now a national monu- 
ment, is on the route taken by the 
early Spanish Conquistadors from 
Zuni to the Rio Grande and Santa 
On the soft sandstone of the 
cliff the explorer carved a record 
of their expedition and the custom 
was adopted by those who followed 
them. The first signature is that 
of Onate, in 1604. 
Clouds and Terrain. 

A curious phenomenon of the 
mesa country, noted in Wiilia Cath- 
er’s “‘Death Comes to the Arch- 
bishop,” the repetition of outlines 
of the terrain in cloud formations, 
may be observed in this picture. 

In Frank Applegate’s “‘Navajos” 
a group of Indians on horseback 
are shown riding through a moun- 
tain pass. Forms and colors have 
been so stylized that the canvas 
takes on the appearance of an In- 
dian blanket when viewed through 
half-closed eyes. 

The collection was assembled by 
the Museum of New Mexico at 
Santa Fe and is being exhibited 
thfouchout the country under the 
auspices of the American Federa- 
tion of Art. 


CHARLES R. WEBB, VETERAN 
NEWSPAPER MAN, DIES AT 82 


lll Three Years of Paralysis; Fu- 
néral Services Will Be Held 
Saturday. 

Charles Rhodes Webb, 82 years 
old, a newspaper man in St. Louis 
for more than 50 years, died yester- 
day at the home of his daughter, 
Mrs. Roy: A. Elsey, 5136 Delmar 
boulevard, after a three years’ ill- 
ness of paralysis. 

Mr. Webb was born in Louisiana, 
served in the Confederate army at 
the age of 16, and at the age of 21 
entered newspaper work here. He 
began work in 1871 with the St. 
Louis Dispatch, and successively 
held positions on the old Republic, 
Globe-Democrat and Post-Dispatch. 
For a short time he was employed 
by papers in Fort Worth, Tex., and 
St. Joseph, Mo. 

He réturned to the Globe-Demo- 
crat in 1898 as ‘telegraph editor, 
and’ from 1904 to 1928, when his 
health failed, was a copy editor for 
the Globe-Democrat, retiring on a 
full pension.

Only the pawnbroker prospered 
in the topsy-turviness that shunt- 
ed even a few Fifth avenue dyell- 
ers to the section. A number of 
upstairs lodging houses had their 
quota of beaten who once sat at 
glass-topped desks commanding 
their world by push buttons. 


Most newcomers to the “sub- 
merged tenth” spend their first 
few weeks in suilen resentment. 
Misfortune has stunned them and 
they drop in lodging house chairs 
inarticulate. Almost -aJl © during 
their novitiate believe suicide of- 
fers the only panacea. . 


But generally in a month “they 
begin to take an interest in life 
again. Like a startled dreumer 
swimming up from a deep well of 
sleep, they look about in their new 
world.

Every man who remains on the 
Bowery for a year or so becoines 
philosophical. He is whetted to 
adversity.

Party lines were’ broken, 
numerous Democrats joining in the 
vote to dismiss the contest and 
sustain Schneider. | 

During debate Schneider charged 
the contest was filed against him 
only after he. had refused to “soft 

_ pedal’ House bill No. 208, intro- 
duced by tim, which would au- 
thorize the St. Louis Board of Al- 
dermen to prohibit or regulate the 
operation of one-man street cars 
~by the St. Louis Public Service Co. 
He implied the contest was insti- 
‘gated by interests affected, after 
the refusal. Speaker Nelson ruled 
Schneider was out of order in mak- 
ing such charges and Schneider 
made no further reference to them 
on the floor. 

Later Schneider said several ef- 
forts had been made to persuade 
him not to introduce or push the 
one-man car bill. He said that 
about Dec. 19 last Henri Chouteau, 
St. Louis, asked him about the bill 
and suggested it not be pressed. ‘I 
told him I would not soft-pedal the 
bill,” Schneider said, “and that I 
would not double-cross the car men, 
who are interested in the Dill.” 
Schneider is attorney for the street 
car men’s union in St. Louis. 

Says Filing Time Had Elapsed. 

Schneider said Chouteau told him 
to “Think it over.” He said there 
had been no intimation of a contest 
of his seat up to that time, although 
the time in which contests may be 
filed, under the law, had elapsed. 

“T don’t know whether Chouteau 
was representing the banks or the 
street car . company,” Schneider 
said when asked what connection 
Chouteau had with the matter, 
“but I am sure that the only inter- 
est directly affected by the one- 
man car bill is the street railway 
company.” 

O’Brien, who was here with his 
attorney, declared he knew nothing 
about the one-man car bill and 
said he instituted the contest on 
his own initiative. 

O’Brien was one of four Dem-

common stock sold in St. Louis 
yesterdgy for 50 cents a share, 
against a high of $13 in 1930. The 
preferred shares were offered at

The application for a receiver 
says that the company has cash, 
customers’ accounts receivable; and 
merchandise valued at $1,619,416

NEW BALL ONLY 
AN EXPERIMENT, 
BARNARD SAYS 


By the Associated Press. 
CHICAGO, Feb. 5.—The Amer- 


ican League, has adopted.a new ball 
with heavier stitching only as an 
experiment to curtail hitting, 
Ernest 8 Barnard, president of 
the league, explained. today. 

If the new ball, which will be 


kept in use during the 1931 sea- 


son, Goesn’t serve the purpose, he 
said, then the manufacturers will 
be asked to experiment further by 
altering the makedp of the inside 
of the ball. a 

President Barnard said the 
American League club owners dis- 
cussed the change at their Decem- 
ber meeting but failed to make any 
headway. . He then took it up with 
Tom Shibe, president of the Phil- 
adelphia Athletics, who also is boss 
of the factory producing the balls. 

The Seam’s the Thing. 

“The manufacturers of the ball, 
since the agitation against the so- 
called rabbit ball started, have in- 
sisted that no change has been 
made in the inside of the ball in 
many years,” said President .Barn- 
ard in explaining his stand on the 
question. “However, they did 
make a change in the stitching 
four or five years ago when it was 
discovered the thread in tige brokes 
frequently. . . . At the same time 
the sewing was done so as to keep 
the stitching flush with the cover.! 
The counter-sinking of the stitch 
lessened the chances for the pitch- 
ers getting the proper grip on the 
ball. Consequently, pitching as a 
whole became less effective. 

“The new ball restores the raised 
seam, a coarse thread and longer 
stitches will be employed. The 
raised seam will afford the pitch- 
ers a better grip, enabling them 
to increase the spin of the ball and 
give it a better curve or break. 
The raised seams also will increase 


-wind and air resistance, thus mak- 


ing it seem reasonable that the 
new ball will not travel as far when 
hit.”’ 

Both Balls in World Series. 

President Barnard failed to see 
much difference between the new- 
ly adopted balls in the Nationaf 
a:.d American leagues. The senior 
circuit adopted a ball with heavier 
stitches and a thicker cover but the 
cover thickness, carrying only 21- 
1000ths of an inch, will make no 
difference, Barnard said. In the 
world series the National League 
ball probably would be used in 
games played in the National 
League parks and the American 
League ball used in American 
League parks, he said.

“It’s the little things in life that 
appeal to people,” Wynn said, “for 
the great fundamental basis of true 
comedy is never to do anything that 
is beyond the audience. A sketch 
about an automobile mishap, such 
as a flat tire, for instance, is better 
than a polo skit. Nine out of 10 
persons in the audience will appre- 
ciate the difficulties of changing a 
tire in Sunday pants, but very few 
know anything about polo.” 
Inspirations for his inventions, 
made famous on the stage and 
ranging from .a windshield for 
grapefruit eaters to a doorless 
housetrap, come from daily obser- 
vation on the street and at social 
gatherings. Incidentally, all are 
duly patented, filed in “the nut 
pigeonhole at Washington,” Wynn 
said. 

“One of my most successful in- 
ventions came from watching the 
crowds pushing through the sub- 
way turnstiles,’ Wynn related, 
“that resulted in the introduction 
of my rubber flask protector. An 
inflated rubber band fitting around 

e hip protects the liquor contents 
i the pockets.” The subway crush 
afforded him also an idea for his 
“crowd protector’ consisting of an 
overcoat studded with six-inch iron 
spikes.

HE corn on the cob invention 
T consiste of a contraption like a 

typewriter roller. A lever is 
substituted for the typewriter keys. 
The bell rings as the end of the cob 
is reached. 

The eves of grapefruit eaters are 
protected from squirting juice by 
the Wynn windshield. -The-glass, 
about 15x7 inches, is fitted to the 
head. It is equipped with a wind- 
shield wiper operated with a 20- 
inch cord. The butler pulls the 
cord, moving the wiper back and 
forth. 

“Oh, there are lots of things yet 
to be invented,.’”’ Wynn said, “‘but it 
takes time. I’ve been working on 
four inventions for my next show 
for more than a year. And I must 
think up four more. No, I don’t try 
them out on my friends. I give them 
all a tryout on the stage.

If the audience doesn’t like 
the invention—out it goes. Audi- 
ences are pretty much alike, funda- 
mentally.’’
